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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants maintain that Endo does not disclose 
a method wherein one movable mold moves with respect to another movable mold by a predetermined amount greater than an amount 
of movement necessary for tentatively retaining at least one molded part to another molded part. This is not persuasive because 
elements 15 and 17 in Endo's Figure 3 are projections, and they restrict the movement of a molded part relative to another molded part. 
This restriction of movement by elements 15 and 17 could easily be termed a "retaining" operation, since a "retaining" operation merely 
requires an action such as holding or preventing of movement. (Elements 15 and 17 cause the molded part to be retained, or restricted, 
within the bounds of each element.) Thus, when Endo's process moves a first molded part beyond elements 15 and 17, he is satisfying 
the requirements of applicant's claimed invention . 
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
